This consisted of a 
spherical cloth b ag ab ou t thirty-five 
fe et in diam eter and inflated‘over a 
fire fed with b u ndles of chopped straw. 
T he next step was the u se of hydrogen 
gas, and the b alloon was practically 
invented as u sed today.
